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Major H. T. Stanton, formerly editor 
of the Yeoman, has written a novel 
entitled "The Kents " The manu- 
script has just been completed and sub- 
mitted to a p ublisher. 

The new orpan chamber of the Bai»- 
tlst Church has been completed and 
the organ moved into it, a vestibule is 
being built in front of the Church, the 
celling lights will be improved, the 
building painted inside and out and 
newly papered. When all this is done 
and the stained glass windows and new- 
pews are put in the Church will be one 
of the handsomest in the city. 

Mr. A. W. Leitch, late proprietor of 
the Meriwether Hotel, left Wednesday 
morning for Grayson Springs, where 
he will have charge of the hotel the 
coming season. He was accompanied 
by Mr. V. D, Sims, who has held the 
position of agent of the steamer Blue 
Wing in this city for several months. 
Mr. Sims will be the steward of the ho- 
tel, and it is safe to say that with two 
such competent and experienced gen- 
tlemen in charge the guests of the 
Grayson Springs Hotel will fare splen- 
didly this sum mer^ 

Work on the new jail is progressing 
rapidly, and is being substantially put 
up. The walls are two feet three inch- 
es thick, the stones all being fastened 
together by iron dowels, and the 
dows are four and a half inches wide 
by three feet in height, and are guard- 
ed by an iron netting, the meshes of 
which will not admit of the passage of 
any large article between them to the 
prisoners confined within. The walls 
of one story of the jail proper are al- 
ready completed and the second story 
well under wa y. 

Mr. Jerry Corbett, an employe of 
the Water Company, while engaged in 
repairing a break in the service pipe at 
the depot Saturday afternoon, was bad- 
ly hurt by the ferule of the service pij>e 
blowing out of the main, the water 
striking him in the breast and face 
and filling his mouth and throat with 
dirt and gravel, a large quantity of 
which he swallowed l»efore he could 
be gotten out of the small hole in 
which he was working. The stream 
from the opening went about fifty feet 
up into the air, and in its descent fell 
down one of the chimneys of Mr. Gain? 
Weitzel's residence, near by, carrying 
down large quantities of soot with it 
and flooding the floors of the rooms be- 
low. 

The old fountain in the State House 
yard was playing Monday afternoon 
for the first time in nearly thirty 
years. Pipes were laid to it last sum- 
mer from the new water mains, but 
the water was never turned on before. 
After a rest of more than a quarter of 
a co^ury, the old structure seems in a 
fair way to be brought into active ser- 
vice again, which is due to the efforts 
of that modest but public spirited citi- 
zen, Col. Thos. B. Ford, to whom the 
city is mainly indebted for her Gov- 
ernment building, and many other 
improvements of a public nature. The 
Water Company, at his solicitation, 
has agreed to furnish the water free 
during the session of the Legislature. 
The basin will have to be repaired he- 
fore it can be used regularly. 

Of the seven plans submitted to the 
Coupcil end School Board for the new 
Public School Building, that of Mr. M. 
Q. Wilson, of Louisville, was se- 
lected as first best; that of 
Messrs. C. A. Curtin A CoJ| ^6f 
Louisville, as third best; and that of 
Mr. W. 8. Clark, of this city, as second 
best. After considerable discussion 
aud postponing* the matter from time 
to time fl the Council finally, on Tues- 
day night, adopted the Wilson plan as 
the one for the new building,and order- 
ed bids to be advertised for. The house 
is to be three stories high with cupola 
on top; , ft contain sixteen room* and 
an exhibition hall, and is to cost about 
♦22,600, When completed It will be 
one of the handsomest school buildings 
in the State, asd a great , ornament to 
the city. The plans will be ready for 
bidders Tuesday.
